Wehave had every 
advantage in testing varieties and long ago dis- 
carded all but the Erfurt type cf which there are 
several strains, and of which the so called Eartirs 
are all adapted for fall culture. The American 
STRAINS are becoming more and more popular and 
being acclimated, succeed in many localities where 
imported stocks fail.
